Applicant requests that a Certificate of Correction be issued correcting the following 
error: the claims were amended in the Preliminary Amendment on July 26, 2006, because of a 
clerical error, the changes in the Preliminary Amendment (changing the word "received" to 
"derived") were removed in the response filed October 24, 2007. This error was Applicants' 
mistake and this certificate of Correction brings the claims back into alignment with the already 
entered Preliminary Amendment. Applicants request entry of this certificate of correction for 
two reasons. First. Applicants submit that it is clear from reviewing the Preliminary Amendment 
and the October 24, 2007 response that the error was clerical or typographical in nature and of a 
minor character. Second, Applicants submit that the error does not involve changes that 
constitute new matter or require reexamination as shall be shown next. 
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The second point above is easily demonstrated by the fact that the Statement of Reasons 
for Allowance mailed October 7. 2007 states that the claims are allowable because the prior art 
fails to teach: 

"a motion vector associated with a future block of temporally next reference 
VOP, the future block spatially coincident with an intermediate block in a derived B- 
VOP; a temporally next reference VOP used by a decoder to: determine a first predicting 
block using a forward scaling of the derived motion vector; determine a second 
predicting block in the temporally next reference VOP using a backward scaling of the 
received derived motion vector; and ..." Notice of Allowability, mailed 1 1/14/2007, 
page 2 (emphasis added). 

Therefore, clearly, the Examiner allowed the claims at least in part due to the limitation 
regarding the "derived" motion vector as in the Preliminary Amendment and as corrected in this 
Notice of Correction. Therefore, Applicants submit that bringing the claim language into 
alignment with the Statement of Reasons for Allowance does not constitute new matter or 
require reexamination thus satisfying the required criteria for entry of the Certificate of 
Correction. MPEP 1481. 

Several other minor punctuation corrections are made in this Certificate of Correction as 
well that also comply with the requirements of MPEP 1481. Therefore, Applicants respectfully 
request entry of this Certi ficate of Correction.
